WASHINGTON — Shipments 
of radioactive debris_from_the 
disabled Three Mile Island 
nuclear reactor will be tempo- 
rarily halted until an investiga- 
tion into switching operations in 
East St. Louis is completed,-Sen- 


Jack Danforth (R, Mo.) 
announced March 1. - 
- But the shipments will be 
fesumed — with new safe- 


rds — before summer, said a 
epartment of Energy official 
who asked not to be named. 


Despite protests from environ- ~ 


mental groups and local offi- 
eials, since July 1986 the Depart- 
ment of Ene has transported 
waste from” the reactor near - 
Harrisburg, Pa., across 10 states 
to the Idaho National Engineer- 
ing Laboratory. 

But followi an incident last 
month at.the t St. Louis rail 
yards when a car labeled 
“inflammable”? ‘was attached- to 
the train, Danforth asked Ener- 
@y Secretary John S. Herrington 
to suspend. the shipments pend- 
ing an investigation. Herrington 
agreed.to the request March 1. 

While the car was not actually 
carrying any flammable materi- 
als, the East St. Louis switching 
Operation violated ‘‘multiple”’ 
federal safety regulations in the 
incident, Danforth spokesman 
Steve Hilton said. F 

The Federal Railroad Admin- 
istration will conduct the study, 
which should be completed 
before the next schedul ship- 
ment. The shipments will be 
resumed as soon as the study: of 
the East St. Louis incident is 
completed ‘and recommended 
changes are made, a delay. of 
only ‘‘several weeks,’”’ the DOE 
official said. 

Citing security concerns, the 
department -does. not release 
exact shipmént dates of waste 
from the crippled reactor. One 
of three reactors at Three Mile 
Island malfunctioned in 1979, 
releasing- radioactive gas -into 
the air. Cleanup began in July 
1986. 

Danforth also requested an 
independent study to determine 
if-there is an alternate route that 
would not pass through St. Louis 
and Metro East, Hilton said. 
Herrington agreed to the study, 
which will be conducted by the 
pcs shar of Transportation. 

n addition to the suspension 
of shipments, Herrington agreed 
to several other safeguards 
Pequcsted by Danforth. These 
include: 

°A commitment to hold trains 
in East St. Louis to avoid tra- 
versing the St. Louis metropoli- 
tan area during rush hour. 

*A guarantee that the trains 
will remain intact during the 
entire 2,400-mile journey except

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Notices to be sent on lead in drinking water 


SPRINGFIELD — By dune 19, 
every customer of a ublic 
water si ly_ system in is 
can expect to receive notice of 
the dangers posed by lead in 

inking water. 

The Safe Water Act 
amendments of 1986 require 

every public water supply in the 
United States to distribute such 
notification by June 19, 1988, 
whether or not the ‘suppl has 
ever exceeded the fede: lead 
standard, currently set at 50 
parts per billion. 

Suppliers may choose to send 
notices by direct mail, have 
them -delivered, or ‘publish 
them in a newspaper which 
serves users. Delivered~ or 
mailed notices are to be distrib- 
uted one time; newspaper 
notices must be published for 
three consecutive months, 
starting no later than June 19. 

Illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency Director Richard: J. 
Carlson has assured users that 
no public water supply in [Illinois 
distributes water Phen exceeds 
the lead standard when it leaves 
the treatment plant. 

Lead contamination can occur 
when water stands for a period 
of time in plumbing systems 
which contain lead, Carlson said. 

“Lead is found in food, dust, 
and soil as well as: drinking 
water, and can be inhaled from 
the air,’’ Carlson said. ‘“‘When 
ingested, it can cause) phyaical 
damage. Sensitivity levels vary,

Lead can cause kidney 
age, anemia, and slow educa- 
tional development in young chil- 
dren. It can result in impaired 
TEI ‘ical development, pre- 

very and jowered bir- 

thwelghts among fetuses. In 

adult males, lead can cause high 
blood pressure and infertility. 

“Hot water, corrosive water 
and water which is extremely 
soft can leach lead from plumb- 
ing fixt neeings or pipe, 
Carlson Sata. But tneeatere 
simple precautions which users 
can take to avoid ingesting lead- 
contaminated water. 

The primary preventive mea- 
sure is to allow water to run for 
a short time to flush the plumb- 
ing system, if water has not 
been run for several hours 
(overnight, on weekends or dur- 
ing holiday periods). 

A simple rule of thumb is to 
allow the water to run until a 
drop in temperature is felt, Carl- 
son said. This water need not be 
wasted — running it for a show- 
er or bath, or using water for 
laundry or to flush a toilet will 
‘accomplish the same result.

S1f Steven Spielberg designed 
cruise aye Sovereign of ‘the 
Seas could be his greatest 
achievement. rs 
{But Sovereign of the Seas 
comes from Royal Caribbean 
Cruise Line, not Spielberg. Like 
@ Spielberg movie, however, the 
Sovereign is colossal and flashy. 

Sovereign of the Seas, the 
pees ape t flagship, made its 

ugural voyage Jan. 16 to the 
“eastern Caribbean. The ship was 
christened by Rosalynn Carter. 

Statistics for the Sovereign. of 
the “Seas, the world’s largest 
ctuise ship, are amazing enough 
to make even a skeptic’s jaw 
drop. 
elt is 880 feet long, almost the 
length of three football fields. 
From water level, it is 171 feet 
tall, 19 feet taller than the Statue 
of Liberty. 

°Fourteen-thousand tons of 
steel were used in constructing 
the Sovereign, twice the amount 
as used to construct the Eiffel 
Tower. 

*The 807 miles of electrical 
cable on board could stretch 
from Washington, D.C. to 
Miami. 

eIce machines on board are 
capable of i 18% tons of 
ice a gay, enough for 800,000 
drinks daily. 


*The Sovereign was constructed 
in France in 29 months by 2,900 


‘-4--shipyard workers for a total of 3 


million man hours. 

Despite its size, the Sovereign 
is erulser-friendiy, Public rooms 
are in the aft (back) of the ship. 
Many public areas are accessi- 
ble via a five-deck centrum, an 

area ‘featuring a cafe, bou- 
tiques and live music. 

Twelve cabins were designed

Each deck- has a_model/map 
of the Sovereign and plaques on 
walis. direct passengers to their 
cabins. It is-easy to navigate’on 
board. 

In addition to their cabin, pas- 
sengers also have numerois 
niches offering privacy. There is 
a library for undisturbed read- 
ing. A French cafe in the cen- 
trum seats just 50 ople and 
serves exotic coffee, herbal teas, 
cold drinks or after-dinner 
liqueurs. An elegant champagne 
bar has cozy seating for 50. 
Here, one can enjoy cocktails, 
caviar, fine wine and cham- 
pagne. 

The activities staff plans 
events for passengers to enjoy, 
but if group activity is not your 
thing, you can catch a movie in 
one of two cinemas, or be con- 
tent lounging by one of the two 
pools. > 

Because the Sovereign carries 
2,282 passengers, the Kismet and 
Gigi dining rooms have a 6:30 
p.m. and 8:30 p.m. seating. Like 
all public rooms on board, the 
dining rooms have smoking and 
non-smoking areas. 

On a recent preview cruise, 
the service and food ranged 
from just above adequate to 

oor, but that was probably 
ecause the large dining staff 
was learning to work as a team. 
Generally, food on board Royal 
Caribbean ships is creative and 
prepared well. 

After dinner, passengers can 
take in a show in Follies lounge 
(seating capacity 1,050) or try 
their luck in the casino, which 
has more than 100 slot machines, 
as well as blackjack and roulette 
tables.

But 
one line official said Cruise Con- 
trol was worth the-.expense 
because it eliminates the need 
for people to stand in line, an 
important improvement for 
superliners like the Sovereign. 

For passengers who want to 
keep their waists in tow during 
the cruise, the Sovereign has a 
complete exercise room with 
high-tech equipment. Exercise 
classes also are offered daily. 
When your workout is finished, 
the Jacuzzi is waiting. 

What does it feel like to sail 
on the world’s largest cruise 
ship? There is little or no vibra- 
tion on board and unless weather 
conditions create choppy seas, 
you will not realize that you are 
Sailing. The ship’s ‘ines rest 
on rubber, keeping the vessel 
virtually free of vibrations. A 
joystick with the help of comput- 
ers guide the 74,000-ton ship. 
Computers also adjust speed and 
fuel consumption.

says, ‘“‘Many non-meat pizzas 
will: work- as well. If making 
them at-home, use part-skim 
mozzarella cheese, tomato sauce 
or spaghetti sauce without salt, 
lots of blanched or lightly 
steamed fresh vegetables and 
even bread as a crust.” 

When ordering pizza, it can be 
made more nutritious by asking 
for half the cheese and ordering 
lots of vegetables on top for fla- 
vor. This’ also cuts the sodium 
Veggies can be added to frozen 
pizza before baking, too. 

Pizza in its many forms in the 
supermarket freezer rakes in 
$1.4 billion annually. Competition 
for that freezer space is as 
fierce as getting a fresh pizza 
delivered ina storm in 30. min- 
utes. 

Betsy Wray of Pillsbury, 
which markets a variety of pizza 
items, says much of the differ- 
ence in price is determined by 
whether the cheese is a real 
dairy product, the meat is diced, 
crumbled or sliced, arid the way 
it is manufactured. 

There are categories of frozen 
pizzas, says Cathy Pernu, public 
relations coordinator: at Tomb- 
stone Pizza Corp. The pizzas up 
to $1.50 in price appeal to some- 
one who simply wants: pizza. 
These usually do not use real 
cheese. The midprice of $1.99 to 
$2.99 is for those who want a lit- 
tle more of everything in a piz- 
za. These still may not contain 
real cheese.
